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SUBJECT: Viait of Mr. KAYA Okinori, 8 February 1888 



1. Mr. KATA Oklnori tailed oil the Director At hU office oi 
UIO heart* « February 1880. Ho was aooompenled by Mr. GMQR1 fcetcki, 
IHM Sasretary at die J spaces* Smbassy in Washington. Mr. €980111 
interpreted during tk» meeting. Present freer FB Division were Messrs. 

C- 3 £1 Zi and . the mm tin* 

lasted until 1145 hours. Mr. OMOKt look notos throughout the meeting. 

8. After on exchange of amauitUm Mr. KATA stated that ha 
would spend tho wit work in How York* followed kg two week* la England, 
France* Belgium ond Denmark. He would return to Tokyo via the Berth 
P«it, arriving on 5 March. Mr. KAYA alao presented a lett er of intro* 
auction to tko Director from former prime Minister YOK KDA Shlgeru 
(copy attached). 

8. Citing die internal troubles of the Liberal-Democratic Party 
(lOHi Mr. KAYA otated that ke kad hold extensive discussions with 
Mr. Y0&BSDA last December sad 11 was on Mr. TOSHSA'i ra ooanm eada- 
tioa that Mr. KAYA sought this meeting with the Director. Mr. fSiUTA 
Torn sad Mr. C- _□ wort moot helpful in atvsnging the mesttiif. 

Mr. KAYA eUted that die LDP's Internal Security Committee (CHIAN 
TAISAKU T0KUBET8U HNKA1), of which he la a mem her. is responsible 
for studying moans of preventing Communist infiltration sad subversion of 
Japan. Mr. KAYA bas oonetudsd that Japan la exceptionally vulnerable 
to Communist efforts: (a) because it is a major Communist target lit 
Aain* and (Id booause of dm Imbalance between sparse rosourees and a 
growing population. The mala Job Is to determine how to resist both the 
direct and Indirect attacks of Communism. 

4. Mr. KAYA had two requests of the Director: 

a. Mr. CHIBA Saburo. Chairman of dm Internal Security 
Committee, bad recently visited Hong Kong* where he kad met with the 
local CIA representative (Mr. KAYA could not remember hie name} and 
had requested an exchange of intelligence between dm Internal Security 
Committee and CIA eo that the Committee would be equipped with 
information enabling it to educate the Japanese people on die dangers of 
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Communism. Hr. KAYA topee such an exchange will take plate. (Yha

b. Japan** defeat Ivt strength to very weak to relation to 
Communist China and the Soviet Union. Mr. KATA believes tol tot 
9. S. maintain* a strong military capability to order to protect Jap** 
u well m tiki ml of tot frtt world i|M Communist aggression.

Govoramoni, 1st to* j >rt* 
parti a questionnaire which to top*# loading American official* wtU to 
Milt to itowtr. flit Director suggested tout this w«a a actor properly 
presented to ftst Depeitment of Stott. Mr. KAYA replied that to tod 
prtitnttd toto to Mr. Howard Par tea*, wltlk whom to tod tod a two 
hour discussion, and that Mr. Farms was la agreement wlto many 
if Hit point t. Mr. KAYA tod alii mat wlto Admiral Hayward, of tot 
Hairy Polity Planning Hoard* for two tour* and tot Admiral tod expreseed 
full* reewent with tot point* to tot quesUonimire. Mr. KAYA want on 
to any toil tot main purport of hi* visit to tot 9,8. was to fit euttorita* 
ttrt Amtrtoan opinions «a tot fttcndtona to this ptotcusifi to ordtr to 
ttsa these opinion* to educate tot Japanese people. Hi madt it clear tost 
to wiotod to to tbit to ml# tomti. Ho want on to taptota to soma detail 
tot reasons why many Japanese dttlrtd ttotorogatien of Hit Stourity Traaty. 

6. Tht Director rttpoadtd to tot above by stating to would speak 
to tot State Department regarding tot questionnaire and by stating that 
CI A #an fa* helpful to too Japanese to ortvmdtoa Communist infiltration 
and penetration. Mr. KAYA stated toot Communist tatties to Japan wore 
to operate through front organisation* whose ostensible atm* metal tot 
lint purpose behind Communist dlreotlon of tot fronts. Mr. KAYA fait 
tost GJA mid help him and his eoUeague* to totter uaderetaadtng tow 
to prevent secret ptaatrattoa by Comm uniat agents and haw to detaot 
Communist activity hidden within front organisations. Mr. cl -li 
aatod which front or f rends Mr. KAYA eonsidtred tot mast toroatoatog. 
Without responding directly to tola m*Hon Mr. KAYA referred to toe 
teacher rating legislation, saying that those who aUtgtd that Government 
control of toaetor ratings was an evil have advocated illegal and violent 
defiance of tot Government. He added that, while tot Japanese Socialist 
Party as erne to to separate sad distinct from the Communis t Party, toe 
JSP in fact follows a Communist lint. Mr. KAYA underlined the problem 



of coping with tit# Communist system of bums communications through 
public media, a system which makes Japan ftp pear to the outsider as 
mooli farther to tee left than it actually is. Mr. z_ ^ eteied our 
awareness of this problem and «f the impetus toward leftism provided 
bp- the Japanese intellectual*. He compared the MMh to that la the 
tJ« 8. in the early lfilOa and opined that Japan meet go through the earn* 
pfyaeoa ta the V, 8. la order to arrive at a balanced objective view of 
Communism. hr. CL _3 cited labor at a principal battleground 
ta the fight againat Communism In the & 8. The Dirsetor elated that 
one of the moot effective waye te eombat front activity was to btig to 
toe surface evidence of Comm— list control* to pinpoint the channels, 
methods and perooanel involved and to highlight Che ultimate Communist 
purpose* behind 8 m fronts. 

8. Everyone agreed that cooperation between €KA ami the 
Japanese regarding countersubvereicn wee moot desirable and that the 
subject wae ode of major latereet to CIA . it wae suggested hud a 
further talb be held between Mr. KATA and Mr. 'CL a upon 
the former's return to Japan. It wae elated Chat Mr. c_ _□ would be 
made aware of tola. 

7. Mr. KATA elated that white a defatted ptea would bo drawn 
up, be daeired at thie time to outHae toe five priaoipai potato effete 
program! 

a. national Defease. Withdrawal of V, S. Force* from. Japaa 
would eeriouely weaken Japanese security} therefore, Mr* KATA favored 
toe maintenance of a Security Treaty and the oentiaued presence of If. 8. 
Forces fa Japan. The Director stated that he knew of no plane to with- 
draw D. 8. Feme. 

b. Internal Security, Legislation 1s urgently aoodod to 
prevent espionage, to protect State secrets, to maintain public security 
and to give the police sufficient power to cope with attempts to ovortorow 
too d e w— xd. 

o. Fr^aiiv» <? one>irvatt-»> Many Japanese, particularly 
too younger generation, do not understand the progressive nature of true 
eoaeervatiem and feel that the terms "progressive* —to *€•» mun let" 
or "eooiattet" go hand in hand, (The Director suggested that, to contrast- 
ing Progressive Conservatism with Communism, greater publicity be 
given to toe Chtoeee communes, stressing the slave labor aspects of 
this system. 1 

d. Youth. The Liberal-Democratic Party should make a 
groat effort to increase the confidence of the younger generation in the 
Party. 



e. Hft Walfart Suit. The Conservative Party must 
publicise Ita contribution toward raising « ha standards el living in Japan, 
llnat year Increased paaaioaa win go late afreet. Tlwn enaat be mere 
measures toward soeial security aad the "Welfare State. " Mr. KATA 
feeia that the Japanese economy mb eateh up with Weetera leva la, aad 
that the current per capita iaeeme la Japaa (1/10 el that ta the 0, S. 
aad 1/0 of that ef England) meat be rained. Thia la aa Integral part 
of the eatt^Cemmuaiat struggle. 

8. The Director eammeaded Mr. KATA far hia deep under* 
ctaadtag aad awartaass el the Cemmualat threat aad far hia determination 
to take active aad eeaatruettve atepa to cemhat it. It van again etreeaed 
that mattera of detail regarding any cooperation by CIA ta thia endeavor 
would beat be diacuaaed la the field aad that Mr. zi jh would be informed 
accordingly. 
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
